Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitaiy  Circumstances,  including  Vital  Statistics,  of 
the  Borough  of  Thornaby-on-Tees  for  the  year  ended  31st  Dec¬ 
ember,  1937. 

During  the  year  1937  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  work  done  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department, 
including  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  a  Post-Natal  Clinic,  and  the  commencement  of  a  scheme 
of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  for  children  under  the  age  of 
five  years. 

A  satisfactory  aspect  of  1937  has  been  the  considerable  fall  in 
the  infantile  mortality  which  was  39  per  1,000  live  births  as  against 
82  in  1936.  The  maternal  death  rate  still  remains  high. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  unfailing 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.  My  best  thanks  are  also 
due  to  the  Town  Clerk,  Borough  Treasurer,  Borough  Engineer, 
and  to  the  Members  of  the  Town  Hall  Staff,  for  the  help  and 
friendly  spirit  which  they  have  shewn  on  all  occasions. 

I  desire  to  place  on  record  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Staff  of  the  Sanitary  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Departments,  particularly  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Knox,  and 
the  Health  Visitor,  Nurse  Ramsay. 

Separate  reports  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Health 
Visitor  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report.

The  town  is  situated  on  the  southerly  bank  of  the  River  Tees 
which  forms  the  northern  boundary  of  the  Borough  and  separates 
it  from  the  Borough  of  Stockton-on-Tees.  On  the  easterly  side  it 
is  contiguous  with  the  County  Borough  of  Middlesbrough,  and  on 
the  southerly  and  westerly  sides  with  the  Rural  District  of 
Stokesley. 

The  surface  of  the  ground  is  mostly  flat,  the  subsoil  clay, 
and  the  industries  carried  on  in  the  town  are  connected  with  the 
iron  and  steel  trades  and  sugar  refining.  Many  of  the  population 
work  in  the  neighbouring  areas  of  Middlesbrough,  Stockton  and 
Billingham.  Unemployment  has  decreased  in  the  year  under  re¬ 
view.

IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

1 .  PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  LOCAL 

AUTHORITY. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Report  a  list  is  given  showing  the 
Officers  connected  with  the  Health  services  in  the  Borough. 

2.  SERVICES  PROVIDED  IN  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities.  The  arrangement  with  the  College 
of  Medicine,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  was  continued. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities.  There  is  no  change  in  the  previous 
arrangements  and  these  have  so  far  been  satisfactory. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home.  This  is  carried  out  by  the  Stockton 
and  Thornaby  District  Nursing  Association  and  has  worked  satis¬ 
factorily. 

(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics — each  Tuesday  and  Thursday  2-4  p.m. 
Ante-Natal  Clinics — weekly  on  Friday,  2-4  p.m. 

Post-Natal  cases  are  seen  on  the  first  Friday  in  each  month. 
Dental  Clinics — the  last  Thursday  in  each  month  at  1-30  p.m. 
Clinics  undertaken  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council. 

Minor  Ailments  Clinic — each  Friday  at  9-0  a.m. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic — each  Tuesday  at  10-0  a.m. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic — fortnightly  on  Tuesday  at  10-30  a.m. 

Visual  Defects — a  Clinic  is  arranged  when  there  are  8  cases  on 
the  waiting  list  and  is  held  on  Thursday  mornings. 
Diseases  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat — a  Clinic  is  arranged  when 
there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  cases  on  the  waiting 
list  and  is  held  on  Monday  mornings. 

Dental  Defects — periodical  Clinics  are  attended  by  the  Dental 
Surgeon  appointed  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Clinics  are  all  held  at  the  Health  Centre,  George  Street. 

(e)  Hospitals.  The  Hospital  facilities  remain  unchanged. 

3.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

Arrangements  exist  whereby  difficult  and  dangerous  maternity 
cases  are  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Hospital  under  the  control  of 
the  Middlesbrough  County  Borough,  and  the  services  of  Dr.  G.  F. 
Longbotham  are  available  as  a  Consultant  when  necessary. 

The  number  of  difficult  and  dangerous  maternity  cases  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Middlesbrough  Municipal  Maternity  Hospital  during 
the  year  under  this  scheme  was  6. 
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The  Midwives  practising  in  the  Borough  are  not  subsidised  by 
the  Council  and  the  County  Council  is  the  supervising  authority. 

Arrangements  are  made  whereby  children  under  the  age  of 
five  attend  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics  and  the  Clinics  for  visual  de¬ 
fects  and  defects  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  held  by  the  North 
Riding  County  Council. 

As  the  Local  Authority  discharges  the  functions  under  Part  I 
of  the  Children  Act,  1908,  as  amended  by  the  Children  and  Young 
Persons  Act,  1932,  the  Health  Visitor  acts  as  Infant  Protection 
Visitor.  Particulars  as  to  the  work  carried  out  at  the  Clinic  and  in 
Health  Visiting  will  be  found  under  the  Section  dealing  with 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Tees  Valley  Water 
Board.  There  is  adequate  piped  supply  to  all  households  and  no 
complaints  were  received. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  has  been  no  alteration  since 
the  last  Report. 


Closet  Accommodation.  With  few  exceptions  the  town  has  a 
complete  water  carriage  system.

I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  mixtures  of  Coffee  and  Chicory  labelled  Coffee  and 
Chicory  should  contain  at  least  50%  Coffee. 

Action  Taken. 

The  Public  Analyst  recommended  no  proceedings  as  percent¬ 
ages  quoted  were  approximate  only  and  there  is  a  great  practical 
difficulty  in  keeping  Coffee  and  Chicory  properly  mixed.  In  view 
of  this,  beyond  notifying  the  vendor  no  action  was  taken.

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  any  Medical  Prac¬ 
titioner  in  the  Town  who  applies  for  it.  Swabs  from  suspected  cases 
are  examined  at  Armstrong  College,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

In  consequence  of  a  resolution  of  the  Council  a  scheme  for 
immunisation  of  children  under  5  years  of  age,  against  Diphtheria, 
was  commenced  in  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  method  employed  is  by  means  of  Alum  Precipitated 
Toxoid,  administered  in  two  doses  of  0.1  c.c.  and  0.4  c.c.  with  a 
fortnight  interval  between  the  two  doses. 

The  number  of  children  completely  immunised  up  to  the  end 
of  1937  was  92. 

9  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the 
year.  Attention  was  given  by  the  District  Nurses  and  the  Health 
Visitor.  In  no  case  was  the  sight  found  to  be  impaired.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

The  method  adopted  to  eradicate  the  bed  bug  is  as  follows: — 
All  paper  is  stripped  from  the  walls,  skirtings — door  and  window 
moulds  removed,  followed  by  the  spraying  of  walls,  woodwork 
and  bedsteads  with  an  insecticide.  The  rooms  are  inspected  two 
days  following  the  spraying  and  if  found  satisfactory  the  wood¬ 
work  is  refixed;  in  only  a  few  instances  has  it  been  found  necessary 
to  spray  a  second  time. 

The  houses  of  all  prospective  tenants  for  Council  Houses  are 
inspected  and  the  house  and  furniture  must  be  certified  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  as  clear  from  vermin  before  removal  takes 
place. 

Disinfestation  is  generally  cairied  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 
In  other  cases  it  is  carried  out  by  the  occupiers  on  the  advice  of  the

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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR,  1937 


The  general  routine  of  the  work  has  not  been  altered  except 
the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  which  are  held  weekly  instead  of  monthly, 
and  in  addition  a  Post-Natal  Clinic  is  held  monthly. 

Sewing  Department. 

This  Department  still  continues  doing  much  useful  work  es¬ 
pecially  in  connection  with  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics.  Several  of  the 
Ladies’  Committee  attend  the  Health  Centre  twice  weekly,  weekly 
or  monthly,  and  give  instruction  and  help  to  the  expectant 
mothers  in  the  preparation  of  clothes  necessary  for  the  coming 
of  the  new  baby. 

In  addition  they  attend  the  General  Clinics  and  do  likewise 
with  regard  to  the  babies  and  to  children  up  to  5  years  of  age. 

These  garments  are  made  and  provided  at  a  very  low  cost 
which  is  a  great  help  to  the  mothers  whose  husbands  are  unem¬ 
ployed. 

Social  Functions. 

1.  — On  January  12th  and  13th,  1937,  the  usual  Annual  Party 
was  held.  The  tea  and  entertainment  were  kindly  provided  by  the 
Ladies’  Voluntary  Committee  and  at  the  close,  fruit  and  sweets 
were  distributed  through  the  generosity  of  the  Stockton  Co-opera¬ 
tive  Society  and  Mr.  Welford  of  Redcar. 

The  Chairman  on  each  day  was  Alderman  Oxberry.  Five 
mothers  tied  for  the  Challenge  Cup  which  was  handed  over  to  one 
of  the  successful  mothers.  Eleven  useful  presents,  the  gift  of 
Nurse  Ramsay,  were  presented  by  the  Mayoress  for  the  highest 
number  of  attendances.  Several  visitors,  including  Officials  and 
Members  of  the  Council  were  present  on  both  days. 

2.  — On  June  2nd,  1937,  the  Ladies’  Committee  entertained, 
on  the  Cricket  Field,  the  240  mothers  and  their  children  (73  under 
1  year,  219  over  1  year)  who  attend  the  Welfare  Centre,  and  the 
gathering  on  this  date  was  favoured  with  a  very  fine  day.  At  the 
conclusion  of  a  varied  programme  of  competitive  games,  tea  was 
served,  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all.  Useful  gifts  were  awarded 
and  presented  to  the  successful  mothers  by  the  Mayoress  (Mrs. 
McGann) . 


Among  the  visitors  were  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  (Alderman 
Hough  and  Mrs.  McGann) ,  Alderman  Oxberry  and  Miss  Oxberry, 
Councillors  Shepherd  and  Holmes. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  give  my  most  sincere  thanks  to  all  the 
Ladies’  Committee  for  their  great  help  and  most  valuable  assistance 
to  me  during  the  year  1937  and  past  years.  It  has  been  a  veiy 
happy  year  for  us  all,  due  to  their  close  co-operation  and  loyalty, 
and  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  Dr.  Brown  and  I  to  know  that 
the  mothers  have  appreciated  our  help  and  advice  given  at  the 
Welfare  Centre.
